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What is claimed is: 



1. A method of treating non-insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, 
comprising co-administering an effective dosage of (a) an incretin hormone (b) 
thiazolidinedione. 

2. A method according to claim 1, wherein the incj^tin hormone is a 
glucagon-like peptide- 1 molecule. 

3. A method according to claim 1, whep^in the incretin hormone is an 
agonist selected from the group consisting of Glucagon Jlike Peptide- l(7-37)OH, Glucagon- 
Like Peptide-l(7-36)amide, VAL 8 -GLP- 1(7-37), GL^P-GLP- 1(7-37), THR 8 -GLP- 1(7-37), 
MET*-GLP-l(7-37), and IP 7 . 



4. A method accordiitg^tb claim 2, wherein the glucagon-like peptide- 1 



molecule is a GLP-1 analog. 



5. A method according to claim 1, wherein the thiazolidinedione is 
selected from the group consisting of pioglitazone, troglitazone, rosiglitazone and TZD 
300512. 



6. /A method according to claim 1, wherein the effective dosage of the 
incretin hormone is in the range of about 20 to about 100 p.g per day. 

7. A method according to claim 1 , wherein the incretin hormone and the 
TZD ar^idministered simultaneously. 

8. A method according to claim 1, wherein the incretin hormone and the 
TZD are administered sequentially. 



9. A method according to claim 1, wherein the effective dosage of the 
TZD is in the range of about 0.1 to about 200 milligrams per day. 
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10. A method according to claim 1, comprising co-administering a 
effective dosage of (a) a thiazolidinedione and (b) a glucagon-like peptide- 1 agonis£/such 
that blood glucose levels are decreased and insulin secretion is increased. 

11 . An insulinotropic formulation comprising (a) an inpfetin hormone, (b) 
a TZD, and (c) a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

12. An insulinotropic formulation according t^tlaim 11, wherein the 
incretin hormone is a glucagon-like peptide- 1 molecule. 



13. An insulinotropic formulation acceding to claim 12, wherein the 
incretin hormone is an agonist selected from the group consisting of Glucagon-Like 



Peptide-l(7-37)OH, Glucagon-Like Peptide- 
GLP-l(7-37), THR 8 -GLP-l(7-37), MET*-G: 



(7-36?amide, VAL 8 -GLP- 1(7-37), GLY 8 - 
P-M7-37), and IP 7 . 



14. An insulinotropic formulation according to claim 11, wherein the 
TZD is selected from the group consisting of pioglitazone, troglitazone, rosiglitazone and 
TZD 300512. 



15. A com|K)sition of matter comprising (i) a container suitable for 
holding a solution to be hmised in a patient, (ii) a liquid preparation comprising an amount 
of an incretin hormonp^in a pharmaceutical!)^ acceptable carrier such that said preparation 
represents an increfin hormone dosage of between about 20 to about 200 jig per day and 
(iii) instructions^on infusing a patient with said preparation, said patient suffering from non- 
insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, such that said patient receives an infusion of said 
dosage of/said preparation. 



16. A composition according to claim 15, wherein said instructions 
ler direct administering a therapy to said patient prior to or concomitantly with said 
infusing, said therapy targeting a specific disease state. 
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17. A composition according to claim 15, wherein the incretin hormone 
is a glucagon-like peptide- 1 molecule. 



18. A composition according to claim 15, wherein the incretin hormone 
is an agonist selected from the group consisting of Glucagon-Like Peptide/! (7-37)OH, 
Glucagon-Like Peptide- l(7-36)amide, VAL 8 -GLP- 1(7-37), GLY 8 -GL^l(7-37), THR 8 
GLP-l(7-37), MET 8 -GLP-l(7-37), and IP 7 . 

19. A composition according to claim l^wherein said composition 
further comprises a second preparation comprising an afhount of a TZD in a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier such that said second preparation represents a TZD 
dosage of between about 0. 1 to about 200 milu^ms per day. 

20. A composition acc9raing|td claim 19, wherein said second 
preparation is a liquid. 

21. A composition according to claim 19, wherein said TZD is selected 
from the group consisting ofpioglitazone, troglitazone, rosiglitazone and TZD 300512. 



22. A/composition of matter comprising (i) a container suitable for 
holding a solution to l4 infused in a patient, (ii) a liquid preparation comprising an amount 
of an incretin hormone in a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier such that said preparation 
represents a incretin hormone dosage of between about 20 to about 200 jag per day and (iii) 
instructions ou infusing a patient such that said patient's blood glucose level is decreased 
and insulin/secretion is increased.
